Somali warlords 
announce truce 

Aideed, Ali Mahdi meet under 
U.N. and U.S. mediation bid 


MOGADISHU (Agencies) — 
Somalia’s two main warlords 
agreed Friday with a public hand- 
shake and a hug to stop -fighting 1 
arid have their gunmen out of 
town within 40 hours. 

The announcement by General 
Mohammad Farrah Aideed and 
Ali Mahdi Mohammad did not, 
however, call on clan gunmen to 
surrender their weapons. It came 
just hours ^fter their fighters slug- 
ged it but in Mogadishu with 
cannon and automatic weapons. 

U.S. forces, meanwhile, 
•apparently Were finding it more 
complicated than expected to get 
started with the delivery of food 
to victims of Somalia's famine 
and civil war. 

Plans were cancelled to escort a 
relief convoy across the green line 
separating the two warlords' turf. 
And a convoy to Baidoa, the. 
epicenter of the famine, had been 
scheduled to go Saturday but was 
postponed. 

Gen. Aideed and Mr. Ali 
Mahdi smiled and embraced at 
their first meeting after more 
than a year of fighting which 
plunged the country into anarchy. 
At least 300,000 people have died 
from famine and disease. 

A spokesman for the two read 
out a communique on Cable 
News Network (CNN) television 
saying the.two men had agreed on 
a .six-point plan tq stop the vio- 
lence. 

_ This included an* immediate 
ceasefire and a withdrawal of 
their rival rag-tag armies from t£e 
capital. 

They also agreed to appeal to 
all Somalis to end hostilities and 
ban hostile propaganda between 
their groups. They said there was 
an urgent need for reconvening a 
“unity committee’' and said the 
‘green line” dividing Mogadishu 
should 'be dismantled. 

The meeting between the war- 
lords was held at the heavily 
guarded new U.S. mission in 
Mogadishu. Minutes .after the 
agreement . was announced the 


two men embraced and. shook 
hands. 

American helicopter gnnships, 
tanks, and armoured personal 
carriers escorted self-proclaimed 
President Ali Mahdi to the U.S.+ 
brokered meeting with Gen. 
Aideed, only 48 hours after -U.S. 

' Marines landedMn Mogadishu to 
ensure relief supplies rriactyfed 
Somalia's starving people. 

U.S. troops are spearheading a 
35,000-strong force in an unpre- 
cedented humanitarian action, 
'drawn from about 17 countries. 

In Baidoa, Somalia’s “city of 
death," gunmen vanished .from 
the streets on Friday after U.S. . 
Marines were reported pushing 
towards the famine town. 

Somalis arriving in Baidoa said 
Marines were just 40 kilometres 
to the east and dosing in east 
after landing at -the old military 
airbase of Bali Doglef, halfway 
from Mogadishu. 

But reporters who made the 
* 200 kilometre road journey from 
the capital said they saw' no sign 
of troops. 

Aid' agencies appealed for a 
swift military push of Baidoa 
after U.S. Marines and French 
paratroopers landed in Moga- 
dishu af the start of operation 
“Restore Hope.” On Wednesday ' 
night gunmen went on a looting 
and shooting spree in Baidoa. 

Aid workers barricaded them- 
selves in their compounds on 
Thursday night, fearing gunmen 
would go on a last-gasp spree . 
before U-S. forces arrived. They 
said up to 80 people were killed in 
■ tfie town centre earlier this . Week" 
during fighting between followers 
of rival warlords. 

American commanders Friday - 
defended the shooting dead by 
crack French legionnaires of two 
Somalis when a truck tried to ram 
a roadblock near Mogadishu 
port. 

“The French were alfcolutely 
right in opening fire. The truck, 
ran the road lock and under the 
rules of engagement they acted

tinued well past dawn near the 
line that divides the capital into 
Mr. Ali Mahdi’s and Gen. 
Aideed's fiefdoms. 

U.N. spokesman Ian Macleod 
said the United Nations hoped tp 
bold another meeting Jan. ,4. in 


Ethiopia, to set the stage for an 
overall conference of SO m ali clan 
leaders. 

U.N. Secretary Generan Bout- 
ros GhaH has high hopes for the 
U.S. led mission in Somalia. In 
Friday editions, the New York 
Times quoted Dr. Ghali as saying 
that U.S. troops should stay m 
Somalia until they disarm its war- 
lords. restore oider and train a 
military police force. 

U.S. officials have described 
their goal as more modest, saying 
they hope I>.N. peacekeepers 
could replace the Americans ear- 
ly next year.

Afghan militia pulls back; tanks on Kabul streets 


KABUL (Agencies) — Defence 
Minister Ahmad Shah Masood 
has accused saboteurs within 
Afghanistan's coalition govern- 
ment and unnamed foreign conn-, 
tries of mating fighting in Kabul 
to prevent the election of a new 
president this month. 

Fierce clashes this week be- 
tween the army and other parties 
in the uneasy alliance of Mnjabe- 
deen groups forced a delay in a 
meeting of nationwide repre- 
sentatives to choose the first 
elected' Afghan president since 
the 1979 Soviet military interven- 
tion. 

“Unfortunately some selfish 
saboteurs wHp aje against the 
choice' of the people want to 
control the situation and ran the 
country themselves,” Mr. 
Masood said in his first interview 
for seyeral months. 

Hfe declined to identify the 
culprits, but his army engaged the 


Shiite Hezb-e-Wahadat party in 
four days of clashes last week in 
northwest Kabul and fought a 
fierce battle with a formerly com- 
munist militia in the city Tuesday: 

The reclusive but powerful 
minister accused unnamed “fore- 
ign hands" of meddling to pro- 
long the fighting. .“These ele- 
ments want to create a situation 
to prevent the Hal-o-Aqad coun- _ 
ril from taking place, but they' 
won’t reach their goal," he said.

Wednesday’s fi refight was seen 
as a warning to Mr. Rabbani, 
who hinted earlier this week that 
he might not surrender power 
later this month. 

The "Afghan capital has been 
wracked by fighting among 
groups vying for control. In less 
than six months, Kabul has en- 
dured more destruction than dur- 
ing the 14 year war that killed an 
estimated two million people. 
Thousands of homes and shops 
have been damaged or destroyed ' 
- and 500,000 people — about one 
.third of the cityls population — 
have fled. 

Meanwhile, in Geneva, the 
U.N. High Commissioner for Re- 


fugees (UNHCR) said more than 
35,000 refugees from the former 
Soviet republic of Tajikistan have 
arrived in a remote region of 
northern Afghanistan. 

The refugees from the civil war 
in Tajikistan were crossing the 
Amu Darya river on rafts of oil 
drums and wood, arriving in 
Afghanistan at the rate of 5,000 a 
day, a UNHCR statement said. 

The UNHCR and other relief 
organisations have dispatched a 
convoy of trucks carrying food, 
medicine and shelter that was 
expected to reach the area Fri- 
day. 

About 100,000 refugees remain 
on the Tajikistan side of the 
Afghan bolder. 

The civil war in Tajikistan pits 
pro-Islamic and democratic 
opposition parties against the rul- 
ing coalition of Kulyad tribes- 
men, ethnic Uzbeks and old-style 
communists. 


Libya offers to discuss trial place 


TUNIS (R) — 1 Libya said Frida/ 
it' was distressed by a Security 
Council decision two days ago to 
continue its air and arms embargo 
and offered to discuss where sus- 
pects in the Lockerbie ’ plane 
bombing should be tried. 

A foreign ministry statement 
said Libya was distressed by the 
Security Council decision 
Wednesday to continue sanc- 
tions, with members determining 
that “conditions did not exist" to 
ease- the sanctions. 

“Since there is no disagree- 
ment for the (Lockerbie) suspects 
to get a fair and just trial, there 
should be a dialogue about the 
place for such a trial and we hope 
this should happen shortly,” fee 
statement, quoted by die official 
JANA news agency, said. 

The United Nations damped 
sanctions on Libya. in April, in- 
cluding a ban on arms imports 
*nd international air trawl, when 
it failed to turn over two suspects 
wanted in the west for (Question- 
ing about the bombing over 
Lockerbie, Scotland. 

Britain and the United States 
have asked Libya to turn over 


two intelligence agents accused in 
the 1988 «cplosion.of a Pan Am- 
747 over Lockerbie. 

Separately, France is seeking 
four other suspects for question- 
ing in connection wife fee 1989 
crash of 'a French UTA airliner 
over Niger. 

A total of 442 people died in 
the two. bombings- Libya te ac- 
cused of masterminding. Tripoli 
has denied the accusations. 

The Libyan statement also 
said, “There is a debate with the 
foreign affairs ministry for a 
French judge to visit Libya peace- 
fully in order to' complete his 
investigation” with the UTA sus-

Resistance forces attack 
Israeli allies in Lebanon 


MARJAY.OUN. Lebanon 
(Agencies) — Lebanese guerril- 
las attacked an outpost manned 
by Israeli affiliated militiamen in 
South Lebanon Friday. Security 
sources said a militiaman was 
wounded. 

The sources, speaking on con- 
dition of anonymity, said a guer- 
rilla squad attacked with rocket- 
propelled grenades and automa- 
tic rifles the outpost manned by 
militiamen'of the South Lebanon 
Army (SLA) at Beit Yahoun at 
12:30 p.m. <1030 GMT). 

Beit Yahoun is a gateway in the 
central sector of South Lebanon 
linking Israel’s self-proclaimed 
“security zone" with fee rest of 
the volatile region. 

Israeli warplanes attacked a 
guerrilla stronghold in South 
Lebanon Friday after the two 
attacks, security sources said. 

But an Israeli army spokes- 
woman in Tel Aviv denied Israeli 
planes raided Lebanon on Friday. 

The sources said three pro- 
Iranian Hizbollah guerrillas were 
wounded when Israeli warplanes 


hit a stronghold on Safi mountain 
in the Iqlim A1 Toufah ridge 
southeast of fee port of Sidon. 

The air strike was the first into 
Lebanon in a month. It followed 
the twin attacks by guerrillas on 
the SLA militia, 

A SLA militiaman and a guer- 
rilla were wounded in the attacks 
by Hizbollah guerrillas, security 
sources said. 

Israeli artillery responded by 
pounding a string of towns and 
villages, killing a woman in the 
market town of Nabatiyeh, wit- 
nesses said, while guerrillas fired 
mortar bombs at Israeli and SLA 
positions. 

Irish officers wife fee U.N. 
peacekeeping troops in South , 
Lebanon said several rounds of 
mortars, fell on three positions 
manned by Irish troops in the 
villages of Beit Yahoun and 
Brasheet. 

A Hizbollah statement distri- 
buted in Beirut said a squad of its 
Islamic Resistance “carried out 
the daring attack against the 
Zionist enemy and its agents.”

Another Palestinian was shot 
dead, apparently by fee- Israeli 
army unit, after Arabs hurled 
stones at a'military patrol in fee 


West Bank city of Hebron Fri- 
day, Arab residents said. 

They said Ammar Seder, 17, 
was pronounced dead upon arriv- 
al at the city's Alia hospital. 
Army sources confirmed troops 
had shot at Palestinian stone- 
th rowers in fee city and said they 
were checking if* Seder's death 
was as result of army fire. 

The Anza battle began when 
Issam Barame, 29, who was 
armed with grenades and auto- 
matic weapons, shot and serious- 
ly wounded a metnebr of a para- 
military border police special unit 
searching for him in the West 
Bank. 

An army spokesman said that 
after the first policeman was shot, 
the paramilitaries fired grenades 
and several anti-tank rockets at 
his hideout, which.bumed for two

Riots engulf Yemen 
for 3rd straight day 


SANAA (Agencies) — Riots en- 
gulfed Yemen for the third day 
Friday and police fired in the air 
to disperse hundreds of demon- 
strators in the streets of the capit- 
al Sanaa. 

Witnesses said police in full riot 
gear fired into the air and chased 
the demonstrators into side 
streets in several Sanaa neigh- 
bourhoods. There were no re- 
ports of new casualties. 

Sunbathers at a hotel pool fled 
,to fee foyer at the sound of 
shooting which echoed across the 
city. Residents stayed indoors 
and streets were empty except for 
fee police and demonstrators. 

Reports of continued rioting in 
other Yemeni towns could not be 
immediately confirmed. 

Mosque preachers in southern 
Yemen called for the resignation 
of government Friday, despite 
Prime Minister Haider Al Art as’ 
promise to combat rampant infla- 
tion that had sparked the violent, 
nationwide riots. 

A government statement 
Thursday night said II people 
were killed, 48 were injured and 
250 arrested in fee violence, 
which plunged Yemen into its 
worst crisis since the merger of 
the conservative North and the 
former communist South in May 
1990, 

“We shall not allow this to be 
re pea ted, "’Mr. Attas vowed in a 
midnight television address. 

He blamed “abnormal” price 
hikes on profiteering merchants 
and currency speculators, and 
warned that those responsible for 
inciting disturbances will be tried. 

“The commercial sector is re- 
sponsible -for the increase in 
prices and the deterioration in the 
value of the currenccy... we warn 
the commercial sector against 
price speculation," he said. 

“The government will work to 
restore prices to normal levels,” 
he said. He disclosed that con- 
tacts already were under way to 
secure foreign loans and credit 
facilities, but did not elaborate. 

He described the riots as an 


“undemocratic... and irresponsi- 
ble behavior." 

Residents in Taiz, 200 
kilometres south of Sanaa, said 
the preachers, in sermons during 
freedom prayers, attacked Mr. 
Attas and called for his resigna- 
tion and feat of his supplies 
minister, Fadl Mohammad 
Abdullah. 

Taiz was fee flashpoint of this 
week’s riots over soaring prices. 
A dust-to-dawn -curfew has been 
imposed on fee city. 

Riots first erupted in Taiz on 
Wednesday when taxi drivers un- 
ilaterally increased their fares, 
and passengers grumbled. 

Witnesses said police arrested 
dozens of people in Sanaa Friday, 
bear them and then took them 
away in trucks. 

The Interior Ministry said 
more than 250 people detained 
during Thursday's rioting in five 
towns would be tried. 

Political sources said fee gov- 
ernment was deeply concerned 
feat fee rioting would escalate 
and spread further. 

They said the riots would put 
pressure on the government to 
deal with the country's economic 
stagnation, a 100 per cent annual 
inflation and a decline in fee 
vr’ve of the local currency, the 
against the dollar. 

Yemen's economy has slowed 
since aid from Gulf Arab states 
dried up because of Yemen’s 
pro- Iraq sympathies during the 
Gulf war. It also lost S1.4 billion 
in annual remittances from a mil- 
lion Yemeni, workers expelled 
from Gulf states after the war. 

President Ali Abdullah Saleh 
said Wednesday feat calls for 
strikes and pay rises were justi- 
fied “yet we are a poor country 
which needs more work and pro- 
duction.” 

"Prices are going up steadily, a 
situation which does not please 
us. Our economy b not healthy 
and unfortunately all government 
bodies share the responsibility,” 
be said.

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Iraqi traders clear shelves 


BAGHDAD (R) — President 
Saddam Hussein praised endur- 
ance of Iraqis the under U.N. 
sanctions as traders cleared their 
shops of a list of imported goods 
to comply with a midnight gov- 
ernment deadline. 

Last-minute shoppers thronged 
central Baghdad under a full 
moon and beaded home laden 
with everything from neon tight 
tubes to childrens' clothes. 

“In order for the progress of 
the nation to be realised, there 
has to be an exceptional case of 
sacrifice and patience and that is 
exactly the case of the Iraqi peo- 
ple," President Saddam said. 

"We should have confidence in 
ourselves and look to the future," 
he added in a speech 

The government ordered the 
import ban to combat U.N. sanc- 
tions imposed to penalise Iraq for 
its invasion of Kuwait and the 
subsequent Gulf war. It covered 
146 items, which the Trade Minis- 
try says make up about 22 per 
cent of total imports. 


Officials say the ban is aimed at 
concentrating precious hard cur- 
rency reserves on essential im- 
ports such as foodstuffs. Manu- 
factured imports such as ready- 
made clothes are being banned to 
boost domestic production 

Officials from the interior and 
trade ministries were to inspect 
shops from Friday to check that 
all goods on the list have been 
sold or surrendered. 

For many Iraqis, the ban will 
have little impact, prices have 
shot up by several hundred times 
since U.N. sanctions were im- 
posed and people struggling to 
feed their families can no longer 
think of buying such things. 

As stocks began to run out, 
merchants asked 250 dinars for a 
case of Turkish beer, which sold 
for 190 dinars Wednesday and 
200 on Thursday morning. 

“Tomorrow it'U probably be 
500 dinars," said one Baghdad 
resident beading home in a smart 
new leather jacket. 

Prices for other goods were cut 


at the last minute. Neon light 
tubes were on sale for 36 dinars, 
compared to an earlier 70 for 
those Iraqis stilt with cash to 
spare. 


Iraq's economic isolation 
means conversions are virtually 
meaningless. Officially, the dinar 
is worth $3.1 but a dollar fetches 
around 30 dinars on the black 
market. 

People said many merchants 
with mends or relatives in Jordan 
sent truckloads of unsold items 
Such as electrical goods to Am- 
man. 


Traders had time to prepare for 
the deadline, which was put back 
last month from a date of Nov. 20 
set in August

Murdered Iraqi buried in Amman

AMMAN — The body of an Iraqi 
nuclear scientist, gunned down 
Monday in Jabal Hussein, was 
buried Thursday at a low-key 
ceremony In a graveyard off the 
Amman-Baghdad road. 

The deceased Muayad Hassan 
Naji A1 Janabi (52), his frail body 
shrouded in white cloth, was lo- 
wered into his grave m the Mus- 
lim cemetery of Sahab, 20 
kilometres east of Amman. 


Janabi was assassinated by a 
lone gunman believed by men 
from the Iraqi intelligence services 
on Monday morning in front of 
his wife, Wafa Gazzawi, and two 
children. The family was on their 
way to die Tunisian Embassy to 
get a visa for Libya. 

“What will I do without 
you.. .my heart is burning,” 


wailed Mrs. Janabi, 35, 
her two children as she 
back and forth on a green bench 
outside Sahab mosque where re- 
latives inside prayed over her 
husband’s body. 

As the last prayers were said, 

' the small funeral proccessksn of 
relatives, members of Jordanian 
security forces and reporters en- 
tered the undecorated cemetery 
where plain white tombstones 
rested beside sapling olive trees. 

As the five pallbearers lowered 
the body into a shallow, muddy 
grave, Mrs. Janabi hysterically 
cried, “He has done nothing but 
accepted a job in an Arab conn- 
try. 


"nuclear institute.” 

The Janabis arrived in A ltai a n 
in early November on a month- 
long vacation that ended JNov. 28, 
and according to the w idow they 
were not planning to return to 
Iraq. 

The Iraqi regime has banned 
key figures from their military 
programme from travelling 
abroad, but periodically allows 
selected personnel to take sbort 
vacations in Jordan, according to 
the Associated Press. 

Mr. Janabi worked for the Ira- 
qi Atomic Energy Commission 
until 1986 before transferring to

Talking to the Jordan Times 
and other news agencies earlier 
this week, Mrs. Janabi said the 
family was planning to go Libya 
where Mr. Janabi was offered a 
“teaching” job at an undisclosed 


tzfafisation responsible for Iraqi 
efforts to build weapons of mass 
destruction, according to past 
press reports. 


At least two Iraqi suspectes 
have been detained by Jordanian 
security. 


Egypt pursues hunt for extremists 


ASSIUT, Egypt (AP) — More 
than 1,000 policemen Friday con- 
ducted a search operation of vil- 
lages in southern Egypt, arresting 
26 suspected Muslim extremists 
and confiscating firearms. 

A police official, who re- 
quested anonymity, said a force 
of 1,600 policemen participated 
in the sweep of three small vil- 
lages near the Muslim fun- 
damentalist hotbed of Assiut, 320 
Idiom tres south of Cairo. 

Police regularly stage such 
raids in and around Assiut, consi- 
dered a major focus of activitiy by 
A1 Gamaa A1 Islamiya (Islamic 
Group) that wants to overthrow 
Egypt’s government and replace 
it with a Muslim theocracy. . 

The Assiut dragnet coincided 
with the fourth day of a massive 
security operation in the extrem- 


ist stronghold of tin baba, a western 
Cairo sabinb, in which 14,000 
policemen participated- 

It was the biggest crackdown 
since one that followed President 
Anwar Sadat’s assassination by 
Muslim extremists in October 
1981. 

On Friday, police arrested 20 
suspected militants in Imbaba, 
raising to 593 the number of 
detainees there since Tuesday. 

Security operations normally 
indude raids on suspects’ homes 
or hideouts, checkpoints on 
possible escape routes, mobile 
patrols and spot identity checks 
or searches of people and vehicles 
on the streets. 

The police informant said 
security forces in assiut confis- 
cated 92 weapons in raids on 
homes in the villages of A1 
Badari, Barn Hussein and Abu 


Zeit. They included automatic 
rifles and pistols. Police also 
found gunpowder used to make 
homemade bombs. 


Authorities say the crackdown 
in Imbaba and elsewhere will 
continue until all suspected mili- 
tants are caught. 

The extremists this year have 
stepped up attacks against police- 
men and Christians. For the first 
time, the extremists targeted 
foreign tourists in order to 
embarrass the go v er nm ent and 
destroy the tourism industry, the 
country’s main foreign exchange 
earlier. 


Since January, 79 people have 
died in the violence, including a 
British tourist. More than 130 
people were wounded, inch 
five Germans, two Britons 
three Russians.

"Denying the Communist Par- 
ty the right to function legally in 
Jordan is a negative indication 
that can by no means serve the 
democratic process in this coun- 
try,” said Mrs. Naffaa.

Mrs. Naffaa was speaking 
shortly after her return from Por- 
tugal where she attended meeting 
of the central committee of the 
Portuguese Communist Party. 
She reported the dismay felt by 
party members at the ministry's 
decision, although they had 
showed support for the democra- 
tic gains achieved in the Kingdom 
and- the end of the martial law in 
the country. 

Mrs. Naffaa said that the Com- 
munist Party in Portugal sent a 
cable to His Majesty King Hus- 
sein condemning the rejection by 
the ministry. She said that the 
various delegations attending the 
meeting in Portugal issued a 
statement in which they described 
the ministry’s move as undemo- 
cratic.

One Jordanian group which 
will not be participating in the 
conference in the Jordanian Wri- 
ters Union (JWU) which consists 
of 160 writers and government 
officials. The JWU and the JWA 
have been at odds with each other 
for some time, each claiming 
legitimacy of representing Jorda- 
nian writers. 

“We do not deny that there are 
prominent writers who are not- 
members of the association,” said 
Mr. Ka’war. “However, if men of 


letters from JWU wish to partici- 
pate they are welcome but as 
individuals since JWA is the asso- 
ciation considered as the legiti- 
mate one.” 

The JWA was dissolved by a 
military order in 1986 because 
they took a stand against the 
government. They were replaced 
by a government group the JWA 
m early 1987. The JWA resumed 
its activities in 1989 by a decision 
issued by the then prime minister, 
Mudar Badran and became the 
legitimate representation of 
Jordanian writers. 

“We do not intend in any way 
to consolidate the split between 
writers m Jordan,” said Mr. 
Ka'war in an answer to a question 
raised by a participant on JWA's 
efforts to recondliate with the 
JWU which have so far failed. 
"We have tried to attract them to 
be under one wing, that is the 
JWA’s regulations, but such 
attempts have failed,'* he said. 
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Political parties pledge 
to uphold democracy

AMMAN — Four parties pre- 
sented their political platforms at 
a seminar held Wednesday at the 
Islamic Cultural Centre, stressing 
their support for democracy and 
the multi-party system. 

The Islamic Action Front, A1 
Mustakbal Party, The Arab Isla- 
mic Party and The Hashd Party 
(People's Democratic Party), 
which hold dose political ideolo- 
gies regarding the Constitution 
and democracy in Jordan, called 
for cooperation between all poli- 
tical parties to uphold the newly- 
adopted democratic principles of 
the Kingdom. 

Speaking at the seminar. 
General Secretary of the Islamic 
Action Front Ishaq Farhan 
emphasised the role of Islam in 
our society. “Islam is a compre- 
hensive system and a message to 
the whole world. The Sharia 
should be the main and ideal 
source of legislation of laws. Dr. 
Farhan said. 

The party, pledging to uphold 
the principles of Arab unity, 
promised to support the Palesti- 
nian cause. 

“The Holy Jihad should be 
supported by every Arab citizen. 
TTie front believes that Arabism 
and Islam are inseparable, hence 
they seek to implement the Isla- 
mic Sharia in sodety through 
being executive supporters or 
constructive opposition.” Dr. 
Farhan said. 

Mr. Suleiman Arar, the gener- 
al secretary of AJ Mustakbal Par- 
ty said that all the parties have 
the same basis, yet their plat- 
forms differ. “The bases of the 
parties are two: General and spe- 
cific.” The general basis is basi- 
cally made up of the elements of 
democracy, human rights, multi- 
party system, the majority rule 
and the implementation of the 
taw. The more specific basis cov- 
ers “the recognition of Islam as 
the belief and faith of our nation, 
Arabism and Arab unity which 
"are historical realities not 
mechanisms for ideologies.” 


Mr. Arar, emphasising that 
“the Arab- Israeli conflict is a 
straggle for survival and existence 
so we should support the Palesti- 
nians as Arabs and Muslims 
through building our nation to 
rise against the enemy,** added 
that his party was ready to 
cooperate with other parties. 

Expressing faith in the Jorda- 
nian citizen. Mohammad Kilani, 
member of the Arab Islamic Par- 
ty, said that the party was “a 
national (one) in an Arab and 
Islamic Nation that believes in 
the weapon of unity.” *‘We work 
to implement the Islamic Sharia 
gradually, through dialogue and 
cooperation with all parties to the 
nation's advantage and for prom- 
oting the citizens who are the 
makers of the law and are equal 
in rights and duties,” Mr. Kilani 
said. 

Mr. Taysir Zibri of the Hashd 
Party said that “the central issue 
is the basic and general freedom 
that would solve our problems 
and deepen the parties' internal 
democracy. There are big gaps in 
the Political Parties Law which 
should be covered and political 
freedom should be enhanced be- 
cause we do not separate between 
political democracy and social 
and economic issues.*’ 

The party believes in national 
unity and supports all national 
liberation movements. “Palestine 
is a central issue, the Palestinians 
in Jordan are Jordanians in rights 
and Palestinians in history and 
identity; they should have the 
right to ’return* to Palestine and 
in that regard they are repre- 
sented by the PLO historically 
and regionally,'' said Mr. Zibri. 

'‘Arab unity would be a reality 
only if democracy is practised 
around the Arab World since 
non-democratic systems and in- 
stitutions brought hopes for Arab 
unity to an end," he added. 

Of the four parties participat- 
ing in the seminar only the Isla- 
mic Action Front and A1 Mustak- 
bal Party are licensed; the Peo- 
ple’s Democratic Party and the 
Arab Islamic Party have applied 
but so far have received no 
answer.

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fuse’s hasty decisions 



THE LOWER House of Parliament is in the midst erf 
debating the controversial draft law on press and 
publication with undue haste even though the prop- 
osed legislation constitutes the backbone of the entire 
^33ocratis&tion process in the country. There is a 
sense of urgency associated with the adoption of the 
law since it has beeu submitted to Parliament quite a 
long time already. However, the urgent need for 
iegisiatisg the draft law Into actual law most not 
compromise the equally urgent need to articulate and 
adopt a thoroughly debated and considered legislation 
that will govern freedom of the press and publication 
In the Kingdom for many decades to come. 

Tfeere are several issues embodied in the draft 
legislation on which the government and the Law 
Committee of the House are at loggerheads. But some 
of these points were adopted with undue haste 
Wednesday. By way of example, die scope of Article 42 
of the draft law touches on legal domains that are 
better dealt with by other existing laws. One particular 
area of concern is the b anning of reports that “harm 
the dignity of individuals, their freedom and reputa- 
tion.’' In all known jurisprudences, such matters are 
dealt with by the law on slander and defamation and 
not by the law on freedom of the press per se. 
Likewise, outlawing the publication of news items that 
“shake the confidence in the national currency,” is a 
blanket attack on economic news analysis that has 
sweeping power to condemn even the most enlightened 
and beneficial appraisal of the state of the economy. 

IVSosI disturbing, however, is the part of Article 41 of 
the draft law that gives the director of the Press and 
Publications Department the arbitrary power to ban 
entry into the country of publications whose “circula- 
tion in the country harms public interest,” without 
having to specify the reasons for so acting. The public 
has a right to be enlightened as to why the government 
has decided to keep out of circulation certain publica- 
tions in order to keep abreast of its policy on such very 
critical matters. There is no credible reason why the 
concerned authority cannot offer explanations for its 
decision, especially in a climate of operational demo- 
cracy as the one we are all desparaldy trying to 
promote in Jordan. The fact that such governmental 
decision can be contested in due course before the 
Higher Court of Justice would not offer an effective 
remedy since it would take much time to adjudicate 
such differences of opinion while it Is completely 
legitimate to refrain from disclosing to the public the 
contents of (he banned publication, it appears to be 
u^nstifiable to make a ruling on keeping certain issues 
of foreign publications out of the public eyes without 
any questions being asked. Parliament would be better 
advised, therefore, to proceed diligently and carefolly 
in its debate on this highly important law. Moving too 
tost in this direction threatens the responsible consid- 
eration of the new law. 


PRESS COMMENTARIES 


AL RAT called on the Palestinians to beware a strategy adopted 
by Israel in dealing with the occupied Arab territories and its 
Arab population, noting that Israel's foreign minister’s declara- 
tion that Israel might puli out from the Gaza Strip could be a trap 
for the Palestinian uprising. Shimon Peres has hinted that Israel 
might poll out its troops from the occupied Gaza Strip leaving the 
Palestinian factions to fight one another and weaken the intifada, 
said the daily. The statement could be an indication that the 
Israeli leadership has reached a conclusion that leaving the 
Palestinians to handle their own affairs might trigger fraternal 
fighting that would weaken the uprising, a goal which Israel has 
tried to achieve for so long in vain, said the paper. It said that the 
Palestinian factions should beware such moves and be prepared 
for a pullout. The Palestinians, said the paper, should be ready to 
unite their ranks and handle their own affairs, thus proving to die 
Israelis that freedom can be a catalyst for unity rather than 
divisions. The paper said that the Palestinian resistance should 
abort all Israel's designs and prove that Palestinian unity is 
stronger than Zionist {riots and that resistance and cohesion 
among the Palestinian factions can foil all conspiracies aimed at 
beating the Palestinian resistance throughout foe occupied Arab 
territories. The paper said that the Gaza Strip, which has proved 
to be difficult for foe Israelis to control, ought to set foe example 
for the rest of the occupied Palestinian land in courage, unity and 
continued struggle for liberation. 


A COLUMNIST in A1 Ra’i daily accused the ministries of water 
and irrigation, agriculture and the Jordan Valley Authority of 
failing to live up to expectation by rallying to help a group 
damaged in the past winter and are facing a similar fate this year. 
The farmers of A1 Khiyouf, in foe district of A1 Aridah, in foe 
Baiqa region overlooking the valley were foe victims of floods 
that inundated the valley in foe past winter when they lost their 
crops, said Nazih. He said that foe situation worsened when the 
authorities opened the gates of foe dams for fear of destruction 
only to inundate AJ Khiyouf region with a vast lake that 
completely devastated what remained of crops and caused 
dangerous cracks in foe fanners’ nearby homes. The writer said 
that the fanners have not received any help or compensation from 
foe government despite foe tens of visits conducted by teams of 
concerned authorities to their region to study this area and the 
disaster that had befallen its inhabitants. To solve foe problem, 
foe concerned authorities ought to consider this district as a 
passage way for the surplus water in foe dam, and offer foe 
fanners sufficient compensation enabling them to move some- 
where safer, suggested the writer.

SOMALIA, THE Palestinian 
intifada and foe legalisation of 
political parties m Jordan were 
foe focus of foe local daily 
newspapers of the past week. 

Columnist Mohammad 
Kawash in Al Dustour said 
there was need to send in 
troops in Somalia to end the 
fighting there, but they should 
have been U.N. troops, com- 
prising forces from Asian. 
African, European and Amer- 
ican nations and not Amer- 
icans alone. 

The writer said that although 
the world community was right 
in contemplating ways to come 
to the help of the Somali peo- 
ple. the Arabs are afraid that 
the American forces' presence 
might help the factions (hat 
support foe ousted President 
Siad Bane to return to power 
and maintain the chaos that 
prevailed before the civil war. 

The intervention of foe Un- 
ited Nations and foreign forces 
in Somalia underlines the fai- 
lure of the Arab and Islamic 
countries to come to the aid of 
their brothers starving or kill- 
ing one another, said Nabil 
Sharif, a columnist in Al Dus- 
tour. 

The foreign intervention 
proved once again that there 
can be no hope of the Arab 
League's coming to the assist- 
ance of one of its member 
states whose people have suf- 
fered for so long without re- 
ceiving meaningful help, said 
the writer. 

Saleh Al Qallab, a columnist 
in Al Dustour, accused the 
Americans of invading the 
Horn of Africa through Soma- 
lia. The writer said that the 
Americans’ move was designed 
to complete the siege of the oil 
rich-Arab zone in the Middle 
East region and to ensure the 
continued divisions of the 
Arab World. 

His views were echoed by Al 
Ra'i Arabic daily which said in 
an editorial that foe Americans 
going to Somalia had their eyes 
on Sudan and other parts of 
foe Arab World. 

The paper said it was not 
reasonable to believe that the 
monster which caused destruc- 
tion to Iraq and is causing 
sufferings to foe Palestinian 
people has turned into a Father 


Christmas bringing in gifts of 
food to foe starving people of 
Somalia. 

Now that foe Americans are 
in Somalia, they are expected 
to stay there for a long time to 
come, said Tareq Masarweh in 
Al Ra'i daily. No one would 
believe the U.S. president's 
announcement that the troops 
will pull out once democracy 
has been established in Soma- 
lia and no one can believe that 
the American occupation of 
Somalia was aimed at ensuring 
the arrival of food supplies to 
foe starving people, he said. 

With this occupation, the 
writer noted, the Red Sea is no 
longer an Arab sea but rather 
an American sea. with U.S. 
bases in rhe Horn of Africa and 
in the Arabian Peninsula. 

Sawt AJ Shaab said that foe 
employment of such big forces 
means that the United States 
harbours evil intentions against 
neighbouring Sudan. The pap- 
er said in an editorial that the 
Americans are now poised to 
launch a military aggression on 
Sudan under the pretext that 
the country has violated hu- 
man rights in the southern re- 
gions where a separatist rebel- 
lion is in progress. 

Two columnists in A] Ra’i 
daily said that the world com- 
munity had to act and save the 
lives of millions of starving 
Somalis because the Arab and 
Islamic countries failed to ex- 
tend a helping hand. 

Hosni Ayesh and Sultan Al 
Hattab said that the Arabs and 
Muslims just watched the 
Somali women and children 
dying without lifting a finger to 
help them and they had plenty 
of time to do something before 
the arrival of the foreign 
forces. The two columnists de- 
cried the Islamic and Arab 
stand with regard to Somalia, 
noting that while in the Gulf 
crisis then was no time for 
containing the situation, the 
Arabs had watched the Soma- 
lis die for months, and there- 
fore. they are not justified now 
by issuing condemnation of 
American and other foreign 
forces landing in the Arab 
land. 

Their views were backed by

Asylum deal could give Bonn initiative against far right

BONN — Germany's hard- 
fought compromise on immigra- 
tion. an all-party agreement 
reached only after neo-Nazi ter- 
ror had claimed 17 lives this year, 
could mark a turning point in 
Bonn’s fight against the resurgent 
extreme right. 

Linked with recent bans on 
racist parties and tough police 
moves against firebombers, the 
deal to stem a mounting tide of 
asylum-seekers showed Bonn was 
finally ready to act rather than 
just debate reforms endlessly, 
politicians and diplomats said. 

Many details remain to be 
worked out between Chancellor 
Helmut Kohl's centre-right gov- 
ernment and opposition Social 
Democrats (SPD) and the im- 
migration wave, due to peak at 
over 400,000 this year, may take 
months before it starts to recede. 

But the key is probably the 
simple fact that leaders have 
taken the intiative after months 


of neo-Nazi violence and gallop- 
ing public discontent with all 
elected leaders, 

“We had to reach a comprom- 
ise.” Justice Minister Sabine 
Leutheusser-Schnarrenberger 
said after the main parties agreed 
to crack down on abuse of Bonn's 
liberal asylum Jaw, 

“The public could not under- 
stand this any more.” she said of 
more than a year of bitter wrang- 
ling that paralysed Bonn and en- 
couraged extremists to take the 
law into their own hands. 

A senior European diplomat 
said the tide could now be turning 
against the extreme right, which 
exploited widespread concern 
over the asylum issue to call for 
racist policies that few Germans 
actually support. 

“This could be the turning 
point," he declared. “All this 
hair-splitting over exactly how to 
deal with this flood of foreigners 
has been a sideshow. They must 
act. and soon.” 

Under the new deal, asylum- 
seekers can be turned away if 


they have already been in another 
Western European country or 
come from states judged free of 
political persecution. 

The government's growing de- 
termination to act is matched by a 
shift in public opinion away from 
what looked like a growing trend 
towards racist thinking here. 

The news magazine Der 
Spiegel has said foe percentage of 
Germans who agreed with foe 
neo-Nazi call “foreigners out” 
dropped from 27 to 15 per cent in 
November. 

The turnaround came after ra- 
cist firebombers killed three 
Turks in Moelln last month, a 
murder that shocked politicians 
and private citizens into action. 

In an impressive show of the 


silent majority voicing its con- 
cerns, over 300,000 people have 
held a candle-light protest against 
racism in Munich. 

During tbe drawn-out fight 
over asylum. Mr. Kohl's Christ- 
ian Democrats (CDU) succeded 
in nearly tearing the SPD apart 
by forcing it to give up tbe broad 
asylum guarantee leftists see as a 
moral duty after foe Nazis drove 
many Germans into exile. 

Bat the heated debate about 
foreigners fed such popular re- 
sentment against them that town- 
speople sometimes applauded 
neo-Nazis and skinheads for fire- 
bombing asylum-seekers' hostels. 

The lame response from stun- 
ned politicians and police left the 
way open for increasingly shock- 


ing neo-Nazi violence against 
gypsies and Jewish cemeteries 
and memorials. 

During the months of indeci- 
sion. discontent with Bonn's 
weak leadership rose so high that 
some Jews talked about (along up 
arms because the state could not 
defend them. 

Grass-roots groups against rac- 
ism, like tbe one that organised 
-Munich's candle-light protest , de- 
liberately kept foe discredited- law- 
makers out of their plans. 

German companies, worried 
About boycotts of their products 
as Germany's image worsened 
abroad, openly condemned racist 
violence. 

Only after foe Moelln murders 
did Bonn respond vigorously.

Representatives of the top two first division 
teams: Al Ahli and Al Orthodox!, and the second division winner 
Al Abbasi also sit on the board. 

Informed sources told the Jordan Times drat the mass 
resignation of the JBF members was motivated by “personal 
reasons” related to Mr. Haddad's departure from the board.

McEnroe loses in final 
major tournament 


MUNICH (R) — True to his fiery 
character, John McEnroe raged 
and raged until the light finally 
died on his singles career. 

The 33-year-old American 
bowed out in a 3-6 6-4 6-2 defeat 
by Croatian Goran Ivanisevic in 
tbe quarter-finals of the Grand 
Slam Cup. 

McEnroe’s last appearance in a 
major singles tournament pro- 
duced all the ranting and raving 
that has infuriated yet fascinated 
tennis followers for the last IS 
years. 

.He acas given a code violation . 
after arguing with the umpire. 

But at the same time the match- 
contained some of the Amer- 
ican’s sublime serve -and- volley 
tennis which influenced the belief 
of some observers that he went 
close to being one of the best 
tennis players of all time. 

It was fitting the Munich con- 
test should epitomise both the 
appealing and the unappealing 
characteristics of a man who has 
rarely been out of the spotlight 
since he first started playing the 
professional circuit in 1977. 

Tennis has lost one of its big- 
gest characters, leaving the public 
with contrasting memories. 

Those who only occaaonally 
watch the game will remember 
him mainly for his outbursts on 
court, one of which caused him to 
be thrown out of the 1990 Austra- 
lian Open. 

Tbe tennis connoisseurs , 
however, will treasure the mem- 
ory of his superb touch at the net

and brilliant passing shots. 

Ultimately. McEnroe realised 
be could not sustain his high 
standards for a complete year any 
more. Yet the American has no inten- 
tion of slipping down the rank- 
ings into obscurity. 

“I am not going to fall off the 
face of the earth but at the same 
time, I don’t sec myself playing." 
he said after tbe match. 

McEnroe can reflect on a 
career which reached a climax in 
1984 when he produced some 
peerless tennis to lift his third 
Wimbledon tidcT'and a fourth- 
U.S. Open crown. 

McEnroe let Jimnw_ Conpors 
take jusl'fbur games with an 
almost perfect performance on 
grass in the Wimbledon final. He 
would have completed an historic 
year if he had managed to beat 
Ivan Lendl in the French Open 
final. 

While he refused to announce 
his retirement officially, the New 
Yorker, who has remained big 
news recently because of marital 
problems with his actress wife 
Tatum O’Neal, is now expected 
to play only exhibition tourna- 
ments and some doubles. 

“I proved what I wanted this 
year, that I was capable of beat- 
ing tbe top players on a given 
day. I also felt that I didn't do it 
consistently, so because of that I 
feel comfortable with the decision 
(to retire). 

“At the same time it was a 
difficult one to make.’’

European Clubs' basketball championship to keep their 100 per 
cent record at the bead of Group B. The Spaniards beat Orthez of 
France 85-71, consolidating a handsome 50-24 halftime lead.

The Turin team thrashed Czechoslovaks Sigma 
Olomouc 5-0 in their third-round second-leg match for a 7-1 
aggregate success. Juventus took the lead after only six minutes 
when striker Giantuca Vialli smashed home a 30-metre drive 
which gave Olomouc goalkeeper Lubos Prybfl no chance.

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Amman is the most expensive Arab city 


GENEVA (AP) — The Japanese 
cities of Tokyo and Osaka remain 
by far the most expensive in 
dollar terms, according to a sur- 
vey published Thursday. 

However, currency realign- 
ments have benefited expatriates 
in Europe, with cities in Sweden, 
Finland, Britain, Italy and Spain 
cheaper than six months ago. 

The survey of 99 cities is pub- 
lished twice a year by a Geneva- 
based private consultancy. 
Corporate Resources Group. It is 
based on a basket of 151 products 
including food, clothing and 
transport, but not accommoda- 
tion. New York is used as a base 
of 100. 


The survey showed Tokyo to 
have an index of 183, followed by 
Osaka on 171. At the other end 
of the scale, the Colombian capit- 
al Bogota is cheapest on 67. 

Libreville in Gabon and Braz- 
zaville in the Congo rank third 
and fourth on 139 and 138. Three 
other cities in Francophone Afri- 
ca are in the top 10, mainly 
because of the strength of the 
French franc, according to the 
survey. 

West European countries are 
still generally more expensive 
than the United States. However, 
in dollar terms the cost of living in 
the Swedish capital Stockholm 
which used to be the most expen-

Egypt’s Sumed company 
plans long- term oil storage 


SIDI KREIR, Egypt (R) — 
Egypt's Sumed Oil Pipeline Com- 
pany, with an eye to markets in 
southern Europe, plans to boost 
long-term storage of Saudi and 
Iranian crudes, its chairman has 
said. 

Mohammad Mae'bed said op- 
tions under consideration would 
boost commercial storage at the 
company's two terminals to up to 
nine million barrels from the 2.4 
million currently held in four 
storage tanks. 

Snmed’s owners, who indude 
Saudi Arabia, had approved the 
project in principle and the com- 
pany was negotiating with U.S. 
contractor Bechtel over a de- 
tailed feasibility study, he told 
Reuters in an interview. 

“Floating storage is the target, 
we can substitute for it,” be said, 
adding that work would begin in 
early 1994. 

Mr. Mae’bed is chairman of 
Sumed and its parent, the Arab 
Petroleum Pipeline Company 
(AFPC). 

Egypt has a 50 per cent stake in 
APPC which runs Sumed and 


receives 85 per cent of the profits. 
The other 50 per cent is owned by 
Sandi Arabia, Kuwait, Qatar and 
the United Arab Emirates. 

Saudi Arabia and Iran, two of 
Sumed’s main customers, have 
expressed interest in building up 
long-term land storage close to 
Europe and the Far East to pro- 
tect against political upheaval in 
the Gulf and to take advantage of 
price swings. 

During the Gulf crisis, the two 
were prime movers in building up 
storage in floating tankers to re- 
cord levels of nearly 70 million 
barrels. But this is relatively ex- 
pensive and has dropped back to 
less than 40 million barrels. 

Mr. Mae'bed said initial studies 
showed long-term oil storage in 
southern Europe was currently 
only about three million tonnes 
(about 22 million barrels) com- 
pared to 10 million tonnes (about 
73 million barrels) in northern 
Europe. Consumption in the two 
areas was nearly the same, be 
added.

Study sees inflation 
rising in China in ’93 


PEKING (R) — China’s inflation 
rate, the caged tiger of the econo- 
mic reform drive, is likely to rise 
next year as more state controls 
fall away and local authorities 
pump cash into the economy, an 
academic study has said. 

The Chinese Academy of So- 
cial Sciences said retail prices 
would jump by between 6.5 and 
seven per cent nationwide next 
year compared with five per cent 
in 1992. 

Consumer price inflation for 
urban residents will rise to be- 
tween II and 12 per cent against 
about nine per cent this year, it 
said. 

Diplomats say China’s official 
statistics for inflation, a major 


fear for communist leaders seek- 
ing to maintain stability at all 
costs, are generally too low. 

China's last experience with 
galloping inflation in the late 
1980’s ted to precipitous price 
rises in major cities. 

A three-year austerity prog- 
ramme pulled inflation back 
under control, but senior leader 
Deng Xiaping's new campaign for 
accelerated market-style reforms 
this year has sent the economy 
back into overdrive. 

The study attributed the rise in 
inflationary pressure next year to 
the removal of central price con- 
trols on some commodities as 
well as a rush of new capital 
investment.

Japan 
business 
confidence 
slumps 

TOKYO (R) — Japanese corpo- 
rate confidence plumbed new 
depths in November, falling to its 
lowest level since 1975 when the 
economy was hit by the shock of 
soaring oil prices, a report by 
Japan's central bank showed Fri- 
day. 

Major companies surveyed for 
the quarterly report said they 
planned to cut spending on plant 
and equipment by 4.7 per cent in 
the year ending March 31, 1993. 
That contrasts with a 7.7 per cent 
rise in such spending in 1991/5Q 
and was a larger drop than com- 
panies had said they planned last 
August. 

The Bank of Japan's survey 
showed that one key gauge of 
business sentiment, the so-called 
diffusion index for manufactur- 
ers, fell ot minus 44 hi November 
from minus 37 in August. 

The survey, known as the- 
“tankan," is a key factor in deter- 
mining central bank monetary 
policy. 

Financial markets have specu- 
lated that a particularly gloomy 
tankan would encourage the 
Bank of Japan to cut its official 
discount rate either this month or. 
early next year.

Russian deputies deal a blow 
to Yeltsin over referendum 


MOSCOW (Agencies) — Rus- 
sian parliamentary deputies hit 
back at Pres dent Boris Yeltsin 
Friday, voting to block his move 
for a referendum to dissolve the 
country’s top legislature. 

The conservative Congress of 
People’s Deputies adopted an 
amendment to the referendum 
law explicitly banning any plebis- 
cite that would result in the dis- 
solution of a high state body, 
including the congress itself and 
tile presidency. 

The amendment was rejected 
on a first vote, but approved in a 
second poll following technical 
objections from deputies. 

It was pressed strongly by par- 
liamentary Chairman Ruslan 
Khasbulatov, central figure in the 
power struggle between parlia- 
ment and Mr. Yeltsin. 

It was not immediately dear 
wbat implications the move 
would have for compromise talks 
-planned for later between Mr. 
Yeltsin and Mr. Khasbulatov. 

It seemed to suggest a harden- 
ing of attitudes after talk of com- 
promise early Friday. 

Mr. Yeltsin raised a storm in 
the congress Thursday by calling 
for a referendum intended to 
dissolve the legislature that has 
been a focus of resistance to his 
brand of radical economic re- 
form. 

A senior parliamentary aide 
said earlier Friday that the 61- 
year-old president could ditch his 
closest aide, Gennady Burbulis, 
and would consider sacking Fore- 
ign Minister Andrei Kozyrev 
under a compromise deal. 

Foreign Affairs Committee 
head Yevgeny Ambarts'umov, 
speaking after meeting Mr. Yelt- 


sin to discos the crisis, told re- 
porters the Russian leader might 
also drop his proposal for a re- 
ferendum. 

“Both sides have made com- 
promises. The path towards con- 
frontation is unacceptable to soci- 
ety,” be later told Russian Televi- 
sion News. 

In return Mr. Yeltsin wanted to 
keep radical Acting Prime Minis- 
ter Yegor Gaidar for another six 
months. The congress rejected 
Mr. Gaidar’s nomination as pre- 
mier Wednesday. 

Mr. Yeltsin’s official spokes- 
man accuse Vice-President Alex- 
ander Rutskoi Friday of disloyal- 
ty and overstepping bis powers 
and said a gap was opening up 
between the two leaders. 

Mr. Yeltsin’s spokesman 
Vyacheslav Kostikov said in a 
statement Mr. Rutskoi “had sub- 
stantially gone beyond his consti- 
tutional prerogatives” at a meet- 
ing of Russia’s top legislature. 

“What is emerging is a ‘prog- 
ressive distancing* from the presi- 
dent on the part of A. Rutskoi,” 
Mr. Kostikov said in the state- 
ment published by ITAR-TASS 
News Agency. 

Mr. Rutskoi attacked Mr. Yelt- 
sin’s economic policy at a session 
of Russia’s top legislature Thurs- 
day and condemned the presi- 
dent's call for a referendum on 
the future of the conservative 
congress. 

The attack was one of the most 
open yet by Mr. Yeltsin on his 
one-time political ally. 

The statement reminded Mr. 
Rutskoi, an Afghan war hero 
who leads one of the larger par- 
ties in Russia, that he and the 
president were elected in the 1991 


election on a common platform. 

“By way of clarification, it 
should be recalled that Yeltsin 
empowered Rutskoi to handle 
matters of agriculture,” (be state- 
ment said. 

Mr. Yeltsin appointed Mr. 
Rutskoi as agricultural specialist 
eariier this year after the vice- 
president made a series of attacks 
on Mr. Yeltsin's radical reform- 
ing government. 

The power straggle between 
Mr. Yeltsin and the congress 
(intensified this week when law- 
makers refused to confirm Mr. 
Gaidar as prime minister. Mr. 
Yeltsin said he would keep Mr. 
Gaidar — the architect of Rus- 
sia's free-market reforms — as' 
acting prime minister, the post he 
has held for six months. 

Last week, the congress failed 
to amend the constitution to seize 
more power from the executive 
branch. 

* Mr. Khasbulatov opened the 
afternoon parliamentary session 
by saying a scheduled meeting 
with Mr. Yeltsin did not take 
place. 

"There have been meetings 
and talks. Unfortunately, they 
have not been so speedy or effi- 
cient as we wished,” Mr. Khasbu- 
latov said. “Now we’U have to 
•wait some more until (the presi- 
dent) wishes to meet with me. 

“Maybe somebody expects that 
congress will get tired and recess” 
Mr. Khasbulatov said, chiding 
Mr. Yeltsin. “It's a well known 
trick.” 

A deputy who met separately 
with Mr. Yeltsin said the presi- 
dent was prepared to comprom- 
ise. But reports and rumours of 
different compromise proposals 


filtered through the halls of the 
Kremlin all afternoon. 

Deputy Speaker Yuri Yarov 
told deputies Friday that he and 
Mr. Yeltsin had an “open, con- 
structive” discussion earlier in the 
day and the president agreed to 
meet Mr. Khasbulatov. 

A draft statement signed by 
both Mr. Yeltsin and Mr. Khas- 
bulatov that urged differences be- 
tween the legislative and execu- 
tive branches be settled “by con- 
stitutional means” was then pas- 
sed by the congress on a vote of 
806-12. 

The statement also urged all 
Russians “to refrain from any 
political actions connected with 
violence and confrontation in 
society, to reject all mass actions 
violating public order which can 
entail strikes and incite vio- 
lence.” 

Mr, Yeltsin also met with a 
faction of pro reform deputies in 
the congress and told them “he is 
ready for compromise,” said Vik- 
tor Sheinis, one of the Jeputies. 

Mr. Sheinis told repc.-teis that 
Mr. Yeltsin is ready to withdraw 
his proposal of a referendum if 
hardline lawmakers confirm Mr. 
Gaidar as prime minister and 
agree to give up their attempts to - 
take over more powers from the 
executive branch. 

But Mr. Sheinis also said that 
Mr. Yeltsin believed that the 
Russian people would back him 
Over the congress if if came to a 
showdown at the ballot box. 

Followed a visit to an aato 
factory in Moscow Thursday, “he 
once again becapie convinced 
that be had stronger popular sup- 
port than the congress,” Mr. 
Sheinis said. 


WORLD NEWS IN BRIEF 


Miyazawa names loyal, ‘clean’ cabinet - North Korea changes prime minister 


TOKYO (R) — Prime Minister Kiicbi Miyazawa recast his 
cabinet Friday, using new-found freedom since the exit of 
scandal-tainted ruling party eldeis to place loyalists in key posts 
and show disillusioned Japanese he is his own man. Mr. Miyazawa 
named three senior members of bis own party faction to key posts 
— Yoshiro Hayashi as finance minister. Yoshiro.Mori to the trade 
portfolio and Yohe* Kono, a popular liberal, as chief cabinet 
secretary and government spokesman. The annual reshuffle is a 
routine affair but Mr. Miyazawa seized the chance to lift his 
rock-bottom popularity by appointing “dean” members to his 
cabinet. A newspaper poll this week put Mr. Miyazawa 's support 
at just 12 per cent, the second lowest score for a post-war leader, 
mainly because of fallout from the Sagawa money-and-mobsters 
scandal. To answer criticism that he was not serious about 
political ethics, Mr. Miyazawa named as Justice Minister Masa- 
hara Gctoda, a respected veteran nnaffiliatod with any faction of 
the Jong-ruling Liberal Democratic Party (LDP). 

French Senate votes to indict ex-ministers 

PARIS (R) — The French Senate voted to indict two Socialist 
former ministers for manslaughter but rejected charges against 
ex-Prime Minister Laurent Fabtus over the infection of haemophi- 
liacs from AIDS-tainted blood. The Senate voted 192 to 73 to 
bring former Soda! Affairs Minister Georgina Dufoix and former 
Health Minister Edmond Herve before a parliamentary high 
court over accusations they knew blood products were contamin- 
ated but failed to withdraw them and introduce the AIDS test for 
donors quickly enough. On the first count, the vote was 191 to 74. 
A second vote was called after problems were encountered with 
the Senate voting machine. The charges proposed by the Senate 
against Ms. Dufoix and Mr. Herve were manslaughter, causing 
bodily harm, failure to assist a person in danger and fraud. Hie 
Socialists voted against the indictments, saying they were biased. 
AD votes in favour came from the centre-right opposition while 
the Communists abstained. 

23 killed in S. African road crash 

CAPE TOWN (R) — At least 23 people, most of them children, 
were killed in a collision between two trucks early Friday, South 
African police said. “As far as we have been able to fell so far, 
poly five of the people who died were adults. The rest seem to be 
children,” a police spokesman said. He said the accident 
happened near Beaufort West, about 300 kilometres north of 
Cape Town. In a separate development, six miners were killed 
when two earth tremors hit a gold mine, company officials said 
Friday. The tremors caught the miners while they were working in 
the Libanon Gold Mine at Weston aria outside Johannesburg 
Thursday, officials said. 

EFA partners agree on cheaper plane 

BRUSSELS (R) — The four countries in the Eurofighter 
programme have agreed to develop a cheaper aircraft suited to 
post-cold war needs in a decision claimed as a victory by both 
Britain and Germany, the main partners. The defence ministers 
of Britain. Germany, Italy and Spain endorsed a military study on 
changed requirements and an industry study suggesting savings of 
up to 30 per cent could be made in the European Fighter Aircraft 
(EFA) project through a changed work shareout and other 
measures. “I am delighted to say we have reached total 
agreement,” British Defence Secretary Malcolm Rifkind told 
reporters. “This represents a very important milestone for 
European cooperation in Che defence field.” He added that it 
ended uncertainty about jobs, defence industry and military 
needs. 


Uzbekistan clamps down on opposition 

TASHKENT, Uzbekistan (R) — The Uzbek parliament, elected 
before the fall of communism in the Soviet Union, banned an 
opposition group two days after promising freedom of thought 
and multi-party democracy in a new constitution. State television 
.in the Central Asian republic said parliament, in its first meeting 
'since June, voted 383 to seven Thursday to shut down the 
nationalist Biriik (Unity) Popular Front Movement, an advocate 
of Western-style democracy, for “anti-government activities.” 
.The specific charges against the group, which has not been 
allowed to register as a political party, were hot immediately 
dear. Bnt diplomats said the government, dominated by the old 
guard, saw Biriik as a stalking horse for the underground Islamic 
Revival Party (IRP), whose mullahs have inspired a battle against 
former Communists in neighbouring Tajikistan. Both Biriik and 
IRP daira support in the densely-populated Ferghana Valley 
where growing nationalist and Islamic yearnings make a powerful 
political cocktail which many in Tashkent fear could explode at 
any time. 


TOKYO (R) — North Korean Prime Minister Yon Hvong-Muk 
lost his job Friday, and veteran former Prime Minister Kang 
Song-San took his place, the official Korean Central News 
Agency (KCNA) reported. The formal seal on the leadership 
change came at a meeting in Pyongyang of the Supreme People’s 
Assembly, the Stalinist state's rubber stamp parliament. The step 
had been ordered Thursday at a plenary session of tbe ruling 
party's Central Committee chaired by General Secretary Kim 
D-Sung, the state president, the agency said. The report by 
Pyongyang's official mouthpiece, monitored in Tokyo gave no 
indication of why Mr. Yon, 71, was being replaced. , 

Armenia threatens to reopen nuclear plant 

ANTALYA, Turkey (R) — Armenia, hit by severe power 
shortages because of its conflict with Azerbaijan, said it might 
reactivate a suspect nudear plant unless Turkey supplied electric- 
ity. “If Turkish electricity does not come to Armenia, we must 
consider reopening tbe plant,” Acting Foreign Minister Arman, 
Kirakosian said. He was speaking to Reuters after a Black Sea 
Economic Cooperation Pact ministerial meeting in the southern 
city of Antalya. Armenia, under pressure front environmentalists, 
shut down the 800-megawatt Metsamore plant near the Turkish 
border in 1988 after an earthquake. Turkey fears a nuclear mishap 
in the 20-year-old plant could expose its eastern territory f' the 
same effects as the 1966 Chernobyl explosion in the Ukraine. 
Turkish Energy Minister Erstn Faraiyali said last week Ankara 
would reconsider an accord signed in November to sell power to 
Armenia. Turkey backs Azerbaijan in its four-year conflict with 
Armenia over the enclave of Nagorno-Karabakh. Azerbaijan has 
cut off all energy supplies to Armenia. 

Hyundai workers stage anti-government rally. 

SEOUL (R) — Hundreds of Hyundai workers braved freezing 
rain to denounce a government inquiry into alleged campaigning 
by South Korea’s second largest company. With eight days to go 
before tiie presidential election, tempers are flaring and passions 
soaring as parties let fly with accusations of vote-buying, fraud 
and other dirty tricks. A survey by an election watchdog showed 
that more than 12 per cent of voters polled admitted receiving 
cash or gifts. About 500 to 600 workers chanting “Hyundai 
families unite” and “guard against unfaiT government pressure” 
protested noisily outside group headquarters for about 30 
minutes. ‘Today’s rally was nothing.. It’s just a rough taste of 
what is to be expected this Saturday,” one executive told Reuters. 

Ecuador army chief dies in plane crash

QUITO, Ecuador (AP) — The army’s top general, his son and 
eight military officers were killed when, their small jet slammed 
info a 10-story building under construction in a residential 
neighbourhood, officials said. There were no survivors aboard 
plane and at least one worker in the building was killed, officials 
said. Radio reports, which could not be immediately confirmed, 
said there were at least three dead on the ground. Gen. 
Caridmagno Andrade and the others were returning from a 
military ceremony in Machala, about 350 kilometres southeast of 
Quito, when the wing of the Saberline executive jet hit the fifth 
floor of the building, said army spokesman Gen. Edmundo Luna. 
The cause of the 2345 GMT crach was not immediately known 
and it was unclear whether there were warning lights on tbe 
build in g, located in an exclusive neighbouring several miles from 
Quito International Airport. 

Year for Indigenous People inaugurated 

UNITED NATIONS (R) — Secretary-General Boutros Ghali 
has launched 1993 as tbe International Year for the World’s . 
Indigenous People and named Nobel Peace Prize laureate 
Rigobeita Menchu of Guatemala as its goodwill ambassador. 
Indigenous people, estimated to number some 300 million in 
more than 70 countries, are descendants of tbe original inhabi- 
tants. They include American Indians, Arctic Aleuts and Inuits, 
Australian Aboriginals, New Zealand Maoris, African Tuaregs 
and the Hmong of South East Asia. Addressing a special meeting 
of the General Assembly, Dr. Ghali noted that Ms. Menchu, a 
Maya, was awarded the 1992 Nobel Peace Prize for her 
contribution to social justice and reconciliation between different 
ethnic groups. She bad agreed to serve as goodwill ambassador 
for the international year, be announced amid applause. 

16 dead, in German train accident 

HAMBURG (R) — A passenger train travelling at high speed 
ploughed into a group of railway workers on a north German line 
late Thursday, lolling six of them, rail officials said Friday. 
Another worker was severely injured when a Eurocity tram 
travelling from the Danish capital Copenhagen to Hamburg 
slammed into the group inside the station of Bad Oldesloe, north 
of Hamburg, at a speed of about 120 kph (SB mph). A police 
spokesman said the train driver was suffering from severe shock.

Indian religious carnage 
past the worst — * Rao 


NEW DELHI, (R) — Indian 
Prime Minister P.V. Narasjmha 
Rao said Friday tbe worst’ was 
over following five days of 
nationwide Kmda-Musinn vio- 
lence in which about 1,000 people 
were killed. 

“We have a crisis, a situation 
of grave danger to the country,” 
Mr. Rao tola his first news con- 
ference since militant Hindus tore 
down a mosoue in tbe northern 
town of Ayodhay Sunday, ignit- 
ing sectarian carnage which few 
parts of India escaped. 

“But I would say that the worst 
part of it is behind os,” Mr. Rao 
Said. “It is only a matter of days 
before welcome back to normal.” 

He spoke as Muslims, outraged 
.by the destruction of a 16th cen- 
tury mosque that had come to 
symbolise India's commitment to 
secularism, beaded for Friday 
prayers. 

Government officials were 1 
holding their breath, fearing fiery 
sermons could fan the flames. 

■ “Friday is an anxious day for 
us,” a senior official said. “If the 
country remains peaceful, we’ve 
come over the bend.” 

Officials and the Press Trust of 
India put the toll, from the five 
days of violence at about 1,000, 
including 14 deaths Friday. 

A government spokesman said 
more army troops were flown to 
tbe worst-bit areas in case of 
more trouble. Truckloads of 
troops tnovdti throughout Bom- 
bay, India's commercial capital 
and'among the worst hit with 191 
deaths in five days of strife. 

The army was deployed in Cal- 
cutta. India's largest city of 12 
million people has been largely 
fife of sectarian violence in re- 
cent years but is now entirely 
under curfew. Troops were 
ordered to shoot rioters on sight. 

Mr. Rao has been widely criti- 
cised for failing to act ajgainst the 
Hindu revivalist Bharatiya Janata 
Party (BJP) and fundamentalist 
allies who spearheaded a drive to 
build a temple on the site of the 
razed mosque. 

Late Thursday Mr. Rao struck 
back, banning three Hindu and 
two Muslim groups for promoting 
“disharmony or feelings of enmi- 
ty, hatred or ill-will between 
different religions." • 

- They included two key groups 
linked with tbe BJP, tbe Rasb- 
triya Swayamsevak Sangh (RSS), 
which hrc powered tbe rise of 


Hindu nationalism, and the Vish- 
wa Hindu Parisfrad (VHP, -dr 
World Hindu Council}. 

The government said they in- 
cited the Hindu mob to destroy 
the mosque at Ayodhya in north- 
ern Uttar Pradesh state and 
* helped foment the orgy of reli- 
gious violence which followed. 

Tbe VHP was the official orga- 
niser of a campaign to replace the 
mosque with a temple on what 
Hindus insist was the birthplace 
of Hinduism’s legendary wdrrior- 
kmg. Lord Rama. 

Mr. Rao said the BJP govern- 
ment of Uttar Pradesh was entire- 
ly to blame the mosque’s destruc- 
tion, saying law and order was its 
constitutional; responsibility. 

Mr. Rao said $at once it was 
dear tbe Ayodhya situation was 
out of control, he dismissed the' 
ftatc government. . 

He brushed off criticism that 
the assembly of 200,000 frenzied 
Hindus at the mosque, many of 
them cm lying fades and shovels, 
was a dear sign the mosque was 
to be destrojred. 

Mr. Rao said thousands of 
federal paramilitary troopers were 
£ent to the area and Uttar 
Pradesh Chief Minister KaJyan 
Singh was urged repeatedly to use 
them. 

. “Everything that needed to be 
done to persuade him to act .was 
done,” he said. “He deliberately 
did not use these forces* In fact 
he grumbled that they were 
there.” 

He predicted that popular sup- 
port- for the BJP, winch rose 
swiftly from the political fringes 
to become the official parliamen- 
tary opposition on tbe back of tbe 
Rama Temple campaign, would 
suffer from the demolition. 

“I don’t believe the BJP can 

r any political benefit out of it. 

fact, they have overplayed 
their hand. They have over- 
reached themselves. They have 
been shown as people with scant 
respect for the constitution,” be 
said. 

Pakistan’s Prime .Minister 
Nawaz Sharif said Thursday his 
government would rebuild Hindu 
temples -damaged by angry Mus- 
lims this week in revenge for the 
razing of the mosque by Hindu 
revivalists in India-. 

“We must condemn acts of 
violence in retaliation for the 
demolition of tire Babri Mos- 
que,” Mr. Sharif told reporters.

The hungry inhabitants lacked 
water, dectricity and telephones, 
and a Unified Nations spokesman 
said the latest fighting had largely

Two flights by the UN. Protec- 
tion Force (UNPROFOR), in- 
tended as a test of airport security 
ahead- of tbe resumption of the 
U.N. airlift, were delayed by fog. 

In Zagreb, a spokesman for tbe 
UN. High Commissioner fof Re- 
fugees sand aid flights, halted for 
the past 11 days by the fighting 
and attacks on two relief planes, 
would restan “at the earliest next' 
week on Tuesday." 

Land convoys to Sarajevo are 
'continuing. Two of them were 
due to reach the Bosnian capital 
Friday with a total of 290 tonnes 
of food. 

But tbe five countries operat- 
ing the air bridge — Britain, 
Can ad a , France, Germany and 
the United States — are arfaiting 
details of new security assurances 
given by the warring pmties to 
the U.N. High Commissioner .for 
Refugees before flying again. 

. The airport remains hazardous, 
and two trades — one UNPRO- 
FOR and one UNHCR — came 
under sniper fire there Thursday, 
without casualties. 

Spmnsh Major Joan Vfllakm, 
the UNPROFOR ‘spokesman, 
.told reporters the electricity net- 
work for fhe city bad been severe- 
ly damaged by days of sbeflixig in 
the hills to the north. 

The city was now about as 
badly off as before UNPROFOR- 
assisted repair missions started 
several months -ago. . 




De Klerk, Butbelezi agree 
on need for multiparty talks 


JOHANNESBURG (AP) — 
President F.W. De Klerk and 
Inkatha Leader Mangosathu 
Butbelezi have met for tbe fim time* 
since September and said they 
agreed tbe nation needed multi- 
party talks as soon as passible. 

Other black homeland leaders 
also attended tbe five hours of 
talks in Pretoria as Mr. De Klerk 
continued bis bid to bring rival 
black groups and pro-apartheid 
whites together for negotiations 
on ending white' minority rule. 

The government has met separ- 
ately with the African National" 
Congress (ANC), the 'nation’s 
leading blade group, and readied 
agreement on some aspects of 
shifting to multiracial rale. 

But Mr. Butbelezi and other* 
conservative homeland leaders ’ 
reject the government-ANC 
agreements, which they say wilT ' 
lead to an ANC-dommatcd gov- 
ernment. 

ANC leader Nelson Mandela 
said Thursday it was “unthink- 
able” that individual groups 
could halt or. slow progress 


already made towards democra- 
cy 

“It really depends on whether 
Mr. De Klerk is prepared to join us 
in moving forward,” Mr. Mande- 
la said in a television interview, 
adding that “no power ifl this 
country can -stop” a combined 
ANC-government commitment 
to a multiracial government. 

A power struggle between the 
ANC and Mr. Butbefezi-’s Zulu 
dominated Inkatha Freedom Pat- 
ty has claimed thousands of black 
lives iff recent years. Mr. 
Butbelezi, homeland allies and 
right wing whites say tbeyTJ never 
accept domination by the ANC. 

Mr. De Klerk said after Thurs- 
day’s meeting that misunder- 
standings over his talks with the 
ANC had been cleared up. A 
joint statement said the partici- 
pants agreed South Africa must 
move towards talks involving all 
parties as quickly as possible. 

Another meeting would take 
place in January, possibly includ- 
ing right-wing whites who seek a 
white homeland, tbe statement 


, said. 

. Others attending the meeting 
were Lucks Mangope, president 
of the Bophuthatswana home- 
land, and Brig. . Gen. Oupa 
Gqozo, leader of the Ciskei 
homeland. 

Bophuthatswana and Ciskei 
are two of four homelands consi- 
dered independent nations by 
South Africa, though no other 
natron recognises their sovereign- 

South Africa created die home- 
lands to segregate blades on a 
tribM basis. 

TJie ANC opposes foe home- 
land system as a vestige of apar- 
theid, but homeland leaders such 
as Mr. Butbelezi, Gen. Gqozo 
mid Mr. Mangope want to keep 
their power after white rale ends. 

Last week, the legislature of 
the Kwaznlu homeland, also-led 
by Mr. Butbelezi, passed a draft 
constitution that called for strong 
*®g*°nal powers for Kwaznlu and 
Natal province, where the home- 
land is located.
